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I.  REVIEW  OF  1956  Season 


In  many  respects  the  1959  season  has  been  excellent.  After  a 
miserable  June  of  wind,  rain,  cold,  and  more  rain,  July  and  August  produced 
the  most  favorable  camping  weather  we  have  experienced  in  many  seasons. 

The  staff  was  excellent,  the  food  service  superb,  and  for  once  there  was 
no  disruption  of  the  electric  power.  Everything  functioned  smoothly. 

In  terms  of  attendance,  however,  the  1959  season  has  been  a dis- 
appointment in  that  three  weeks  of  the  eight-week  season  of  regular  camping 
were  below  100  average:

week  of  August  15-22  6l  average 

week  of  August  22-29  37  average 

For  more  than  a third  of  the  regular  season  we  operated  with  an  average  of 
60  campers,  and  this  in  spite  of  a material  increase  in  the  total  number  of 
campers:

The  pre-season  Square  Dance  Week(extended  this  year  from  a week- 
end as  in  previous  years) and  the  Christadelphian  New  England  Bible  School 
(August  29  to  September  5) had  increased  enrollments.  Also  the  week  of  July 
18-25  averaged  over  150  campers,  and  the  week  of  August  1-8  averaged  145 
campers.  All  this,  however,  was  offset  by  the  poor  attendance  for  approxi- 
mately one-third  of  the  season. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  July  campers  are  very  active  in  pro- 
moting Sandy  Island  among  their  friends  whereas  the  August  campers  are  doing 
little  in  promoting  the  camp.  The  two-week  period  from  the  middle  of  August 
to  the  end  of  the  month  demands  the  concerted  efforts  of  all  concerned  if  we 
are  going  to  operate  Sandy  Island  on  a paying  basis. 

It  is  true  that  many  of  our  families  are  employed  in  industries 
which  require  all  their  employees  to  take  their  vacations  in  July.  This 
year  we  also  had  to  contend  with  the  "lateness”  of  the  season  inasmuch  as 
Labor  Day  fell  on  September  7th,  and  it  appears  to  be  traditional  for  fami- 
lies having  children  of  school  age  to  be  home  in  time  for  "Back  to  School" 
sales.  Nonetheless,  this  period(the  last  half  of  August) has  been  getting 
increasingly  "soft"  each  season. 
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That  there  is  not  sufficient  effort  to  publicize  Sandy  Island 
among  the  Branches  of  the  Boston  Y.M.C.A.  is  evident  from  the  following:

In  the  case  of  the  Huntington  Avenue  Branch,  about  20  of  the  number  in  the 
past  three  years  have  been  at  Sandy  over  the  Labor  Day  Weekend  as  members 
of  the  Outing  Club.  It  does  seem  that  there  should  be  more  camper  prospects 
among  the  Branches  of  the  Boston  Y.  M.  C.  A.  than  the  above  indicates. 


Since  1952  I have  seen  an  overall  growth  at  Sandy  Island.  In 
these  eight  years  we  have  rounded  the  comer  and  are  definitely  on  the  up- 
grade. On  the  Material  side,  there  is  much  we  can  take  pride  in: 

Two  new  lavatory  units. 

Eight  new  cabins  and  the  chef's  cabin. 

Lavatory  facilities  in  the  Lodge. 

Modem  fire-fighting  equipment. 

Sailboats  and  the  "Little  Sandy". 

Extensive  renovation  of  the  kitchen. 

The  Memorial  Chapel 

New  dishwasher  unit  and  slide. 

And  we  have  made  substantial  improvement  in  our  bedding  situation. 

Eight  years  ago  we  considered  what  one  area  of  our  service  at 
Sandy  Island  would  afford  the  greatest  likelihood  for  improvement  that  would 
afford  the  most  immediate  and  apparent  results.  The  food  service  was  selected 
for  special  emphasis.  Not  only  has  the  kitchen  been  made  more  servicable  and 
attractive,  but  also  we  have  achieved  a food  service  of  which  we  can  justly 
be  proud.  That  we  have  done  it  and  held  costs  in  line  is,  in  the  past  three 
seasons,  largely  due  to  the  excellent  management  of  Frank  O'Connor:

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On  the  service  side  we  have  done  away  with  the  toting  of  bedding 

and  the  noxious  deposit.  Now  the  bedding  is  in  the  cabins  when  the  campers 

arrive.  The  Camp  Store  affords  real  service  all  day  long.  Registration  on 
arrival  has  been  greatly  improved.  The  children’s  program  has  been  extended 
for  older  children  where  formerly  nothing  was  provided  for  them.  And  the 
food  service  is  something  we  all  can  take  pride  in. 

But  al 1 of  this  is  to  little  avail  if  we  do  not  have  a full  camp 
every  week  of  the  season.  While  we  have  increased  our  operating  income 
from  $31,340  in  1952  to  approximately  $47,000  last  season,  our  operating 
costs  have  been  increasing  at  a greater  rate,  particularly  in  terns  of  capi- 
tal improvements.  The  Boston  Y.M.C.A.  has  been  of  material  help  in  financing 

us;  but  it  behooves  us  to  get  Sandy  Island  onto  a self-sustaining  basis. 

This  can  be  done  by  having  a full  camp  every  week  of  the  season. 

The  Staff  was  the  best  I have  ever  worked  with,  both  at  Sandy 
and  elsewhere.  As  always  the  Stewards  proved  their  unquestionable  worth 
to  Sandy  Island:  Baldy  by  his  excellent  construction,  as  witness  the  re- 
pairs to  Squanto,  the  partitioning  of  the  Card  Room,  and  the  installation 
of  the  overhead  doors  in  the  Lodge;  and  Grace  by  her  yeoman  work  on  the 
linen  change  Saturdays  as  well  as  looking  out  for  the  health  of  the  cam- 
pers and  staff. 

That  arrival  and  departure  from  camp  goes  along  as  efficiently 
as  it  does  is  a credit  to  Mrs.  "Krick"  Hobart  as  the  Registrar.  The  "par 
excellence"  of  the  food  service  is  the  result  of  the  fine  efforts  of  Frank 
and  Evelyn  O’Connor  and  their  adult  staff.  The  quiet  efficiency  of  the 
kitchen  has  been  a decided  pleasure  for  all  to  behold. 

The  Service  Crew  under  the  direction  of  Tom  Kirby,  assisted  by 
Don  Bennett,  not  only  made  the  arrival  and  departure  of  the  campers  a pleasant 
experience,  but  also  moved  the  tons  of  goods  and  materials  required  by  an 
operation  of  this  magnitude  with  dispatch  and  efficiency. 

Tom  Kirby  doubled  with  his  wife,  Pat,  in  conducting  an  excellent 
program  for  the  children.  The  interesting  and  varied  crafts  program  was 
ably  run  by  Gladys  Saunders.  Meanwhile,  Dave  King  kept  the  waterfront  in 
first-rate  condition,  and  ne'er  a boat  came  or  went  but  what  he  was  there 
to  lend  a hand.  Future  staffs  are  going  to  be  hard-put  to  measure  up  to  the 
standard  set  by  the  1959  staff. 

In  no  small  measure  the  fine  programming  this  summer  were  due  to 
the  efforts  of  the  Visiting  Program  Directors.  This  unique  system  of  having 
a different  visiting  director  pays  off  in  the  high  level  of  interest  which 
each  week’s  program  sustains.  In  a dition  to  Art  King,  Gus  Otto,  Ray  Maddocks, 
and  Bruce  Ward,  we  welcomed  Warren  Scott,  Hunter  Severding,  and  Elaine  Phillips^ 
Warren  had  been  at  Sandy  several  years  ago  for  Labor  Day  Weekend,  and  we  were 
glad  to  have  him  return  to  open  the  season.  Hunter  Severding  endeared  him- 
self to  the  campers  his  first  time,  and  we  hope  to  see  him  back  next  summer, 
as  we  do  Elaine  Phillips  who  did  a commendable  job  this  Labor  Day  Weekend. 

A special  word  of  praise  is  due  Pat  and  Tom  Kirby  for  pitching  in  so  ably 
with  me  the  several  weeks  when,  due  to  fortuitous  circumstances,  we  were  with- 
out a visiting  program  director. 
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The  arrangement  of  Visit ing  Ministers  was  pleasantly  continued 
this  summer.  These  chapel  services  conducted  by  an  ordained  minister  are 
so  much  more  meaningful  and  significant  for  all  of  us.  We  were  most  happy 
to  have  the  Reverend  Donald  Stockford  of  Lubec,  Maine,  return  for  his  sixth. 
The  Reverend  Arthur  Flagler  Fultz  of  Newton,  Massachusetts,  again  conducted 
the  Labor  Day  Weekend  services  together  with  members  of  the  Old  South  Church 
Seminar.  Other  visiting  ministers  were:  Reverend  Robert  Carter,  Reverend 
James  Farmer,  Reverend  David  Jenks,  Reverend  Laurence  W.  Halvorsen,  Reverend 
Roy  McCorkel,  and  Reverend  Harold  Sherve.

Thanks  to  the  extension  of  his  offer  to  match  dollar-for-dollar, 

Mr.  Paul  Babson  encouraged  us  to  continue  our  capital  fund-raising  campaign. 
It  was  agreed  in  a conference  between  Mr.  Babson  and  Dr.  Herbert  C.  Anderson, 
as  the  Chairman  of  the  Sandy  Island  Committee,  that  this  was  to  be  entirely 
on  the  basis  of  voluntary  contributions.

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IV.  LOOKING  TOWARD  THE  SEASON  AHEAD 

In  keeping  with  the  policy  established  several  years  ago  of 
temporarily  accepting  applications  for  next  summer  (to  be  confirmed  at 
the  first  of  next  year) , it  is  encouraging  that  469  camper  weeks  have 
been  applied  for.  This  is  an  increase  of  31  camper  weeks  over  last  year, 
and  represents  almost  half  of  last  summer's  enrollment.

New  Cabins;  Two  new  cabins  will  be  available  next  summer,  the 
funds  having  been  advanced  by  Warren  Cushman  and  Howard  Schimper.  The 
Cushman  cabin  is  to  be  located  on  the  shore  between  Wee-Lyk-It  and  Stay-A- 
While.  The  Schimper  cabin  will  be  on  the  present  site  of  the  rtitz  Tent. 

These  will  increase  the  number  of  new  cabins  to  ten. 

Addit ion  to  Kitchen  Pantry:  As  much  improved  as  our  kitchen  and 
pantry  facilities  are,  we  are  in  need  of  more  pantry  storage  space.  The 
present  cramped  quarters  make  it  difficult  to  lay  out  supplies  so  that  they 
are  accessible.  By  adding  onto  the  end  of  the  present  pantry  to  bring  it  in 
line  with  the  side  of  the  Dining  Hall  would  afford  approximately  an  addition- 
al 300  square  feet  of  storage  space.  It  could  be  built  by  Mr.  Steward  at 
approximately  $500.  It  should  be  done  as  early  as  possible  before  the  sea- 
son opens. 


Porch  on  Chef's  Cabin:  The  present  chef's  cabin  lacks  a porch  to 
make  it  complete.  This  could  be  done  during  the  season  by  Mr.  Steward.  Not 
only  would  it  improve  the  present  appearance  of  the  building,  but  also  would 
be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  tenants.  As  it  is,  when  they  want  to  sit  out- 
side in  warm  weather,  they  can  do  so  only  on  the  shore.  The  cost  of  the 
same  is  estimated  at  $350. 

Flo re scent  Lighting  in  the  Lodge : The  present  lighting  in  the 
Lodge,  especially  for  playing  pingpong  is  very  poor.  It  is  recommended  that 
a unit  of  two  40"  tubes  replace  each  of  the  present  eight  lights  at  a cost 
of  approximately  $350. 
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Electrification:  Plans  should  be  made  to  complete  the  electri- 
fication of  cabins  so  as  to  do  away  with  kerosene  lanterns  altogether. 

Most  people  today  do  not  know  how  to  use  them.  Consequently  the  cross  braces 
are  getting  smoked,  to  say  nothing  of  the  constant  fire  hazard.  Quite  like- 
ly we  cannot  afford  to  do  this  all  at  once.  Something  could  be  done  each 
year.  And  I would  recommend  that  the  cabins  north  of  the  Lodge  under  the 
present  set-up  could  be  completely  electrified  next  summer  at  a cost  of  under 
$500. 


Roofs  of  Kum- ' N-Go  and  Wee  Hops;  Both  cabins  should  have  the  over- 
hang of  the  roof  extended,  to  throw  off  the  rain-drip,  and  both  cabins  should 
be  reshingled.  These  cabins  have  had  the  shingles  so  poorly  applied  that 
they  have  serious  extensive  leaks  which  ordinary  patching  cannot  remedy. 

Re roofing  of  Lodge;  Because  it  was  evident  early  in  the  season 
that  the  anticipated  income  would  not  be  realized,  it  was  decided  to  fore- 
go the  proposed  reroofing  of  the  east  side  of  the  Lodge  roof.  The  necessity, 
however,  of  re roofing  is  still  as  great  and  should  not  be  delayed  to  pre- 
vent serious  damage. 

The  need  for  a children1 s lodge  and  craft  shop  is  more  evident 
than  ever,  particularly  on  rainy  days.  Related  to  this,  of  course,  is  the 
need  for  demolishing  the  present  workshop  and  relocating  it  across  the  ball- 
field  near  the  present  craft  shop.

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V.  LOOKING  INTO  THE  FUTURE 


This  summer  we  had  several  instances  of  vandalism  at  the  Long 
Island  Landing  which,  together  with  similar  occurences  around  the  lake, 
prompt  me  to  make  some  observations  for  your  consideration. 

1.  In  the  eight  years  I have  been  at  Sandy  Island  I have  seen 
the  land  near  the  Public  Landing  at  Long  Island  gradually  acquired  by  Harold 
Sanderson  and  others  until  now  only  the  Landing  (which  is  owned  by  the  Town 
of  Moultonboro)  and  a parcel  on  the  point  across  from  the  Landing  remain. 
Were  the  Town  to  surrender  the  Landing  and  the  other  land  sold,  we  could 
conceivably  be  without  access  to  Sandy  Island  from  the  mainland  except  from 
some  point  elsewhere  on  the  lake  and  at  a decided  inconvenience  to  the  camp 
and  the  campers.  Viewed  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  investment  in  Sandy 
Island  it  would  seem  advisable  to  consider  acquiring  land  nearby  on  the 
mainland. 


2.  The  significant  increase  of  boating,  particularly  of  outboards, 
presents  a problem  of  maintaining  adequate  policing  of  the  Island,  particu- 
larly of  Juliet’s  Point  at  the  northern  end.  We  may  be  facing  a problem  of 
unauthorized  use  of  the  northern  end  of  the  island  for  improper  parties  in 
the  near  future.  There  have  been  several  instances  in  the  past  two  seasons 
of  finding  parties  on  the  island  who  had  not  asked  for  permission. 

The  outbreak  of  vandalism  (stealing  hubcaps  and,  in  two  instances, 
of  the  wheels  and  tires  off  the  cars  of  campers)  in  the  vicinity,  as  well  as 
the  apparent  increase  in  the  reckless  use  of  boat.$  would  seem  to  indicate 
the  advisability  of  anticipating  the  need  for  developing  adequate  precautions 
before  the  need  arises. 

To  the  end  that  the  Sandy  Island  Committee  may  further  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  camp,  this  report  has  been  prepared  and  is  respect- 
fully submitted.
